Instead, 
Sheppard maintained, the group 
which tried the student must be 
an impartial one, and it appears 
that the Committee on Student 
Discipline was indistinguishable 
from the University. The presen- 
ce of the University's lawyer 
during the deliberations of the 
Committee, especially when the 
lawyer for the accused was not 
present, was severely objected to.

Chance for peace in Viet Nam 
depends on US bombing halt

Chester A. Ronning, Canadian expert on the For East, said yesterday that possibilities 
still exist for ending the war In Viet Nam, but added "my hopes ore ebbing." 



Ronning, who is a personal 
friend of Ho Chi Minh, prefaced 
his statements at a press con- 
ference by saying there could be 
no thoughts of peace or negotia- 
tions until the United States 
malces at least a prolonged halt 
in the bombing. 

"If the US yields on the point 
of negotiating with the National 
Liberation Front, as distinct 
from Hanoi, North Viet Nam 
should agree to a negotiated 
withdrawal of American sold- 
iers," he said. 

The policy of escalation pres- 
ently being. pursued by the Unit- 
ed States threatens the direct 
involvement of China in the war, 
said Ronning. He pictured hor- 



des of Chinese troops descending 
on North and South Viet Nam as 
they did in Korea, and "then 
the risic to American boys will 
be increased a thousand fold." 
There are also no guarantees 
that China will restrict herself 
to conventional methods of wa 
fare. 

Ronning strongly advocated 
the acceptance of Mainland China 
into the. United Nations and her 
recognition^ by all Western pow- 
ers. China's isolation is mostly 
derived from the West's military, 
economic, and diplomatic block- 
ade against China, and this iso- 
lation is self-generating. Ronning 
said much of the trouble in the 
Far East was caused by lack of 
communication.

the University to use discipline 
in matters affecting the "Univer- 
sity process". What he objected 
to was interference In the case 
of an article which had no rela- 
tionship to McGill. which didn't 
attacic the University, and which 
^^as. printed in a newspaper that 
?ù?iâiwned and operated entirely 
by the students. 

"The contract that the stu- 
dent has with the University 
does not deny him natural Just- 
ice, nor does it force him to be 
submitted to TV trials. Although 
the contract contains material on 
Jurisdiction, it is not legal for 
the involved parties to malce any 
contract they liicc. Fekete must 
be given notice of a charge." 

Laing protested that it was 
not necessary that everything a 
student should or should not do 
be specified. 

"The rights of a student are 
subject to the condition that he 
complies with the scholastic and 
disciplinar}- regulations. Students 
must not interfere with the 'Pro- 
per administration of the institu- 
tion' ". 

Morally unfit? 

He cited examples of cases at 
New York University where the 
court ruling had given Jurisdic- 
tion to the University to en- 
force discipline on matters that 
"would be subversive to the 
University", and at Columbia 
where the question of whether 
or not the student was "morally 
unfit to continue" was interpret- 
ed to cover "any conduct which 
impaired the control" of the Uni- 
versity. 

Furthermore, Lahig said, |t 
was part of the "common law of 
'school" that the pupil bad an 
obligation to obedience. . 

The Committee on Student 
Discipline, according to Laing, 
was not imposing a dvll penalty, 



rather, it was determining whet- 
her the University should term- 
inate its contract with the stu- 
dent. 

"It would be stretching reason- 
ableness," said Montgomery, "if 
a private organization cannot 
manage its internal affairs. This 
Is an internal arrangement by a 
private body. The University ' is 
to an extent in loco parentis 
(in the place of parents) in this 
case." 

• Lawt of natural fustice 

Shcppard then produced the 
University Statutes which said 
"This act shall be a public act." 
He mentioned the statement in 
the Student Handbook which sold 
the "Royal Institution for the 
Advancement of Learning ^as 
part of the official organization 
of the Province". By broadcast- 
ing the Senate Committee inqui- 
ries on closed circuit television, 
the University admitted the need 
for a public hearing. In other 
precedents the court rulings 
affirmed the fact that a Univer- 
sity was not allowed to act like 
a private club. 

' Fctherstonhaugh concluded Fe- 
ketc's case by reminding \ the. 
court that normal procedure in 
cases where there is a large pub- 
lic arousal is to delay the hear- 
ings, or to hold them in a differ- 
ent place. He maintained that 
the Code of Student Discipline 
must be exercised in co-ordina- 
tion with the laws of natural 
Justice. 

The hearing, which lasted all 
day, will determine whether or 
not the court will grant a writ 
that will prevent the University 
from proceeding with disciplina- 
ry procedures until the question 
of Jurisdiction in the Boll>Weevils 
affair can be decided upon. 

Judge Jean St Germain will 
rule on. the matter, after he has 
had time to examine the evid- 
ence presented at the hearing.

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Ramati claims peace 
guides Israels policy

The Israeli "desire for stability, peace, and independent 
«nistence v/lthin the Middle East underlies all political 
moves made by the Israeli government", Yochanan J. Ra- 
mati, a city councillor and member of the Municipal Execut- 
ive of Jerusalem said last night. 

Ramati, Managing Editor of the "Israel Economist" of Jeru- 
salem, said this was not possible if there is no corresponding 
desire on the Arab side. "Arab states arc not and have never 
been ready to have peace with Israel," lie added. 

Ramati maintained that Israeli foreign policy has been boscd 
on this — the Arab countries* unreadiness for peace. "Our 
policies cannot be based on wishful thinking. The Arabs and 
ourselves must face reality" he said. 

He pointed out that for 19 years Arab countries have re- 
peatedly and publicly been demanding the annihilation of Israel 
OS a public state. "Hussein declared that Israel should dissolve 
and titc Jews should Integrate." Ramati also quoted from bel- 
ligerent statements by Egypt's Nas.scr. 

He went on,- "today Israel wants to negotiate peace with the 
Arab states; she is ready within the framework of peace to nego- 
tiate the refugee problem and withdraw from certain positions, 
nut Arab principles are No Recognition, No Negotiations, and 
No Peace. 

"Our attitude towards the Arabs is based strictly on re- 
ciprocity," he said. "If they want war, they will have war. It 
Isn't what we want, but it Is their choice. We will not withdraw 
from n single position until a peace treaty Is signed." 

Ramati explained the opening of Jerusalem "in both direc- 
tions" by Israel. "This is a successful example that Arabs and 
Israelis ore capable of living together in peace." 

"There must be a readiness for peace and that readiness 
docs not exist at. present," said Ramati. "When it exists we will 
welcome it with opeii arms. At the moment we will sit tight and 
do our best In the Interests of the population living there and 
liopc that in time the Arab rulers will change their minds."

Sir, 

I would like to add a few 
more forgotten facts to Miss 
Koulomzlne's article, facts how 
Bolsheviks overthrew by force 
and deceit democratic national 
governments formed after the 
-downfall of the despotic Tsar- 
ist regime in February 1917. 
Future Communist Icadcrs-Lc- 
nln, Trotsky, Stalin — were n- 
broad imprisoned, or in exile 
during the upheaval of the 
monarchy by the Kercnsky Re- 
gime. At .this time also, all the 
other non-Russian countries, 
formerly enslaved by the Em- 
pire, pronounced their sover- 
eignty and Independence, among 
them Finland, the Baltics, Uk- 
raine, Byelorussia,. Poland, 
Georgia, Armenia, and others. 
Unfortunately, the West did not 
support this gigantic liberation 
movement. On November 7, 
1917 the Bolsheviks, who by 
now had congregated in Mos- 
cow, (Lenin, Zinoviev, and 
others arrived In a scaled train 
provided by the German Kai- 
ser) overthrew Kercnsky's re- 
gime in the eighth month of 
its existence. Although the Bol-- 
sheviks at first (Dec. 6, 1017) 
recognized the Ukrainian Na- 
tional Itepiibllc (1917-1920) they 
nevertheless soon invaded it 
and annexed its territories. 
Then they proceeded to occupy 
all t:w»P9*:ghboring countries, 
fabricating" the "voluntary 
union" of "equal and autonom- 
ous" Socialist Republics. In 
actuality, the governments of 
these Republics are merely 
puppets of Moscow.

teach "not otily military specialties but en- 
gineering, psychological warfare, medical, 
civil action and civil affairs, police work 
and riot control — even well-drilling and 
driver training". 

The Eighth Special Forces division has 
sent out 43 teams to deal with guerillas and 
400 training teams. The special counter-' 
insurgency school is expected to turn out 
150 experts this year, bringing its total 
graduates to 500. Since 1947 U.S. Forces 
have graduated 21,000 Latin Americans in 
addition to 8,300 from the Inter-American 
Air Forces Academy. 

The Green Beret official said, "We have 
contingency plans for all South American 
countries." His school also draws upon its 
counterpart at Fort Bragg — which deals 
primarily with the Middle East. 

It is evident Washington regards the 
war in Viet Nam as only one instance of 
the need to put down popular liberation 
movements in the third world. Like the 
man they just killed in Bolivia they realize 
there will be several Viet Noms in the near 
future and are preparing for them. 

The export of counter-revolution is not 
confined to Viet Nam. But there it is visible, 
■ the other Viet Noms are being kept secret. 

I won't recount the horror 
show here for you; by the time 
you read this letter you'll know 
all about how the horsemen 
charged throughout the crowd, 
how cops clubbed 95-pound girls 
and threw them under the 
iiorscs' hooves, how a full dozen 
mounted police charged at full 
gallop through 75 demonstrators 
sitting down in the street in i>ro- 
Icst. Of course. If all you read 
is the Montreal Star, then may- 
be you think that the demon- 
strators were guilty of assault- 
ing the police. Ever see some- 
one sitting down in the street 
attacking a club-swinging cop 
on a stallion? 

But that isn't all that I'm 
angry about. There's a few min- 
or details about what happened 
afterwards, down at the station. 
No, I don't mean those choice 
tidbits like the police not al- 
lowing anyone arrested to go 
to the bathroom for twelve 
hours straight, or about the 
police stalling in releasing pri- 
soners after bail was paid, just 
for a little additional hnrn-t-s- 
ment, or anylhlnR like that. My 
beef is short and simple : Where 
Was Council? 

Anyone with a modicum of 
Intelligence could have fore- 
seen that .someone was going 
to gel arrested in a demonstra- 
tion of this size, and that would 
mean getting bail money. There 
were at least ten McGillians ar- 
rested on various charges, re- 
quiring $600 bail, in cash. Ever 
try raising lhat kind of money 
at 2 am? 

I personally saw two niein- 
bers of that stellar Institution, 
StudcnLs' Council, at the de- 
monstration. But I didn't sec 
them at the station. Where 
were thoy, home in bed? Where 
was the President, Peter Smith? 
. Where was the External Vice- 
President, nichard Burkart? 
Where was the bail money? Or
